Wasuinoron, D. C., June 6.—Blaine’s bril- 
liant performance in the House yesterday has 
been compared to the hurling of a thunderbolt 
into the midst of a great assembly of people. 
Its first effect is stunning, and silence for an 
instant prevails, but this is followed by the 
greatest excitement and confusion. Blaine’s

Fisher let Mr. Blaine have $162,500 in first-mort- 
gage bonds for $130,000 in cash, and threw in as 
bonus $130,000 mn land-grant bonds, $130,000 in 
common stock, and $130,000 in preferred stock. 
Mr. Blaine proceeded to sell at retail among his 
Maine friends $130,000 of the first-mortgage 
bonds, which were the most valuable and mar- 
ketable of the securities, for $130,000 of 
money, giving to each purchaser an equal 
amount of both preferred stock and com- 
mon stock,—so that Mr. Blaine had left, as 
profits on his transaction, $32, 500 in first-mortgage 
bonds and $130,000 in land-grant bonds. Subse- 
quently, the enterprise coming to grief, Mr. 
Blaine’s purchasers, or some of them, demanded 
that he should take the bonds back and return 
their money, and he did so, but to what extent 
does not appear. Supposing them to have all de- 
manded reclamation, Mr. Blaine had back on his 
hands $162,500 of the first-mortgage bonds, and 
$130,000 of the land-grant bonds, and it was in 
the disposition of these to other railroads that were

IN IOWA. 
ON THE RECENT STATE CONVENTION. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Des Mornss, Ia., June 4.—The telegraph has 
furnished your readers a brief report of the 
proceedings of our recent State Convention, 
but a few additional items may have some in- 
terest. The gathering was the largest political 
convention ever heldin the State. The per- 
sonnel of the Convention was excellent, there 
being fewer professional politicians and more 
intelligent, earnest representatives of the hon- 
orable callings and professions than are 
usually seen in similar bodies. Of 
the ninety-nine organized counties in this 
State, ninety-seven were represented, many 
of them with full delegations, while a large num- 
ber of persons who were not delegates were there 
as interested lookers-on. It was apparent from 
the very start that the Republicans of Iowa had de- 
termined to see to it that the machine politicians 
should not place the party in a false position, as 
was done in the Illinois Convention, held a few 
days earlier. And the developments showed that 
our people were none too watchful in this regard. 
The sympathizers with your Whisky-Ring organ 
and rag-baby representative were on hand, and 
hoped to have its heresies adopted, but in this they 
signally failed. Iowa Republicans have long since re- 
pudiated the idea (as well as the man who uttered it) 
that you can make a dollar by running a piece of 
paper through a printing-press, and the attempt to 
foist the rag-baby on the party met with such a 
rebuff in the Committee on Resolutions that no 
further attempt was made. The hostility of this 
element to a sound currency is only equaled by 
their hatred of Mr. Bristow. Whether tnis hatred 
is the result of the punishment inflicted on their 
friends, the Whisky-Ring thieves, by the honest 
Secretary, I have not time now to discuss. Be this 
as it may, they worked with a zeal worthy of a 
cause to get his enemies on the delegation to Cin- 
cinnati.

First, they managed by entreaty to induce five of 
the nine members of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization to vote to make Mr. Wilson President 
of the Convention. After su in this, Wil- 
son carried out his part of the scheme by making 
an adroit speech, compiimenting Blaine and omit- 
ting to denounce Bristow, as he had done in his 
caucus speech. Still they were afraid to risk a fair 
vote in the Convention in Mr. Wilson's case, and, 
when he was nominated as a candidate for delegate 
to Cincinnati, one of the ring moved that he be 
elected by acclamation. To this objection was 
made, but the Secretary of the Convention refused 
to recognize the objection, called for an aflirmative

point was raised that he had not been legally 
chosen, Mr. Wilson said if there was any dissatis- 
faction he would call for a vote; but it was a notice- 
able fact that when a few of his sympathizers in- 
sisted on allowing the matter to pass, he was very 
willing to acquiesce, and the result is Mr. Wilson 
will go as a delegate to Cincinnati without having 
been selected in a legal manner. He will also ex- 
ercise all the influence he can exert in his illegally- 
held place to prevent Mr. Bristow's nomination for 
either President or Vice-President, and in doing 
this he will misrepresent a large majority of lowa 
Republicans. It is the honest belief of 
your correspondent that four-fifths of the 
Republicans of the State are in favor of Mr. Bris- 
tow foreither first or second place on the ticket;

There is probably no part of the earth’s sur- 
face, used for farming or stock raising, that pro- 
duces so handsome a yield to the acre as the 
narrow beaclies of the Prybilov Fur-Seal Is- 
lands in Behring’s Straits. These are four in 
number,—St. Paul’s, with 21,120 acres; St. 
George, with about 17,000 acres; Otter Island, a 
mile and a half long and less than half a mille 
wide; and Walrus Island, a mere flat rock, ris- 
ing but little above the surf, a quarter of a mile 
long and 100 yards wide. The first two have to- 
gether 71 miles of coast line, but so much of 
the shore is bold and rocky that only 18% miles 
are visited by seals. 

On St. George's, several thousand sea-lions 
have taken possession of half-a-mile more of 
landing. The beaches on which they breed are 
narrow reaches of sand, varying from 40 to 150 
feet wide, and covering a total area of 6,387,340 
square fect, or not quite 147 acres. On this 
area 

ABOUT 100,000 SEALS ARE KILLED YRARLY, 
worth $700,000, This is a yield of $4,762 an 
acre. The United States Government obtains 
from these islands a rental of $55,000 yearly, 
and $202,500 for 100,000 scalskins.

Within two days after landing the young are 
born, and in three or four days more the guar- 
dian ‘patriarch allows the mother to retreat to 
the water, where she spends most of her time, 
returning to land 7 the young seal re- 
quires food. Seals are good mothers, and nurse 
their young for nearly a year, or for more than a 
ear if they do not have another birth. While 
the mothers are playing in the water, the old 
male remains on shore and takes care of the 
pups. It is thirty-five or forty days before the 
can be taken to the water, and four months 
oe thes he is strong enough to follow the 
mother on her migratory journey through the 
ocean. As each mother has one pup, the 4 
square feet of ground which formed her resting- 
place carries two lives, and the computation 
ven above of 3,193,670 breeding seals on these 
islands is made from a measurement of the 
area occupied by the “‘ rookeries.” Prof. Elliott 
found their distribution so uniform that he calls 
it a fine instinctiva law of distribution,” and 
says the Government Agent can always safely 
report upon the condtiion of the seal- 
crop by obserying the area occupied b 
the animals between the 10th and 20t 
of July. That is the week of their greatest ex- 
mansion. When the Rank! for which they 
— landed is accomplished, the systematic or- 
ganization breaks up and the scals scatter, some 
straying inland, and the whole herd may cover 
twice fl. normal ground, Of every 100,000 
breeding seals, more than 85,000 are cows and 
less than 15,000 bulls, and in a few weeks after 
the females begin to land, there are about 180,- 
6000 parents and pups on the same ground, 

In the autumn and early winter the seals take 
their departure, Where they go is not aacer- 
tained definitely, but they probably

THE POLICE FORCE. 
Jo the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, June 5.—Knowing that you wish to 
deal justly by all parties, I begasmall space in 
your paper to state a few facts in regard to our too- 
much abused police force, one receiving more 
abuse from citizens and press than anybody else 
(except Aldermen), and yet one I hold to be the 
most important of any in our City Government. 
I noticed a letter a short time ago in the Times in 
behalf of school-teachers, and doing great injustice 
to the police. Now, I have too much manliness to 
say anything against the salaries of teachers and 
city clerks. But 1 wish to compare the time on 
duty of the three departments. Teachers ye 
1,440 hours of labor per year, and clerks 2 
Each of the above have nights, Sundays, . ‘all 
odd time to themselves to do as they please, while 
the police perform actual duty 5,724 hours per 
year, not counting all holidays. Weeks and weeks 
they are kept in stations on account of riots, 
strikes, etc. In fact, a policeman is always on 
duty, subject to be called at any moment. 
Again, the police is the only de artment that 
brings revenue into the Treasury. e fines alone, 
to say nothing of the number sent to the State 
Prison, amount to over $300,000 per 9 and 
stolen property recovere d from $: 200. 000 to $300, - 
000. ‘Then, if you please (as the Council howe de- 
creed), add the work of sidewalk-inspecting, sani- 
tary police, water-police, violation of fire ordi- 
nance, lamp-Inepection, etc,, and you will find a 

of about $80,000 more, making a total of 
4500, 000 to $700, 000 per year,

He 
seems to have adopted Danrton’s famous mot- 
to for his policy: De F audace, encore de 
U audace, toujours de , audace.” He had 
been advised by two of the sharpest lawyers 
in Washington, Jerr Brack and Marr Car- 
PENTER, not to make the Muiican letters 
public, and, in defiance of their advice, he 
risked the consequences of that publicity on 
the floor of the House in the very face of his 
enemies. He knew that those letters must 
show him to have been engaged in all sorts 
of wildcat stock operations, holding options 
for himself and others, accepting and giving 
back stocks, involved in the Credit-Mobilier 
operations of several railroad’ companies, 
mixed up in rifle contracts, and in general 
dabbling and dickering in a variety of 
dubious speculations which might not 
be improper for a speculative private indi- 
vidual, but do not look well in a statesman 
and Speaker of the House and candidate for 
the Presidency. He knew that the exposure 
must be damaging to himself and mortifying 
to his friends, but he risked it. However we 
may view the undeniable parts of those 
letters it is impossible not to admire the 
brilliancy, boldness, vigor, power, and talent 
he displayed in opening those letters and 
uncovering himself to the enemy, knowing 
that they would be at once searchingly 
criticised by his opponents and in the public 
press. In some respects he resembled 
Sr A. Dovaras, although Mr. Doveras 
never found himself where he had to make 
desperate defense of his personal transac- 
tions, or where he was forced to re- 
veal his private correspondence to the 
public. Nevertheless, Bln displayed 
much of that same gmt and power that 
characterized the Little Giant,” and he 
possesses much of that same personal mag- 
netism which rallied people about Dove ias 
when he went to his Waterloo defeat. There 
are thousands of men now, dazzled by the 
boldness and audacity of Bian, who will 
rally about him and wage a strong battle in 
his behalf, following him to a magnificent 
defeat. 

Were the election to be held this week, 
Mr. Buarne’s brilliant strategy and highly 
melodramatic action might come pretty near 
winning. Its first dazzling effect might not 
pass away in time for the admiring specta- 
tors to recover their cooler judgments and 
look behind the scenes. The despair of the 
situation, however, both for Mr. BLam and 
his friends ia, that there are yet five long 
months before election. In politics as in 
diplomacy, weeks and months bring about 
great changes. Five months is long enough 
time for the popular enthusiasm to cool down 
and abate, and for the popular judgment to 
grow exacting. In that time these letters, 
and others that may come to light, will be 
discussed and criticised. They present many 
vulnerable points which will be exposed by 
Democratic papers and stumpers, and there 
will be no Burames to reply with an 
overwhelming and momentary display of 
nerve and audacity. This dramatic business 
of Monday, brilliant and pyrotechnic as it 
was, will soon pass away, and then comes the 
serious business of these letters and the 
stock-jobbing charges against Mr. Briarve. 
In this lies the danger of the situation. Tue 
Curcaco Trisunz admired Mr. Bram as 
sincerely as any one of his friends, but when 
these delicate chapters in his record leaked 
out, and when these gave rise to the sus- 
picion that there might be still more in re- 
serve equally damaging, it had to look be- 
yond the magnetic personality of the man to 
the consequences of his actions, and the in- 
fluence they would exert upon the campaign 
and the prospects of the party in case Mr. 
Bramm should be its standard-bearer. 
Other men besides Buarxz have been bold, 
brilliant, and andacious. Cray and Dodo As 
were certainly his equals in this respect; but 
they found their Waterloos, although they 
had no private business letters to read to the 
public, no explanations to make touching their 

honesty 


At the present time, when the public mind 
is so sensitive in the matter of speculations, 
stock-jobberies, Credit Mobiliers, rings, and 
swindles of all descriptions, when the bal- 
ance of power is held in the hands of the in- 
dependent voters, and the independent 
voters are abroad in the land and will not be 
dictated to by the machine politicians, it is 
the part of prudence to look facts squarely 
in the face, to let the brilliant and dazzling 
dramatic spectacle go for amusement, and 
take a peep behind the scenes end to ask 
one's self the question, What shall we gain 


if we have a magnetic, audacious man for a 
candidate and lose the election and control of 
the Government 7 Of what avail was Dan- 
ron De laudace, encore de Taudace, et tou- 
jours de Taudace to him when he lost his 
head? Audacity on the floor of Oongress 
in facing foes wins admiration, but it is not 
available when spread over a continent for 
five months asa shield against innumerable 
assaults, with cool and cynical men for au- 


ditors and spectators. 


; “ BORE HEARTS.” 

At the meeting of Republicans held a few 
nights ago to form a Bristow Club, one of 
the speakers stated that they met not as sore 
heads, but as men with sore hearts,” to la- 
ment over the evil times which had befallen 
the country. The organs of the whisky 
thieves and blackmailers have since then in- 
dulged in all manner of sneers and ruffianly 
comments upon the men with “ sore hearts.” 
These ringsters do not conceive how any 
person outside of a Penitentiary or dis- 
missed from office can havea ‘‘sore heart.” 
To them personal freedom from the penal- 
ties of felony is a realization of human hap- 
piness,—of political bliss. 

This class of persons do not understand 
how any Republican should have a sore heart 
at the disgraceful fall of Betxnar; they can 
understand no grief but Be.xnap’s personal 
sorrow at the loss of his handsome income 
from the offices he had sold. Any such 
thing as national regret, public humiliation, 
political disgrace, grief, and distress at the 
low standard to which official morality had 
fallen, exceedeth the comprehension of the 
professional thief. The man with $5,000 
stolen from the Treasury under the. pretense 
of back pay is unable to sympathize with 
those who mourn over the decadence of Con- 
gressional morality; nor does he see how the 
American people can have sore hearts over 
the nation’s disgrace when his heart is re- 
joicing in the possession of a sum of stolen 
money greater than he ever earned by hon- 
est work in all his life. 

To be turned out of Congress, and de- 
prived of the means of plunder, or to be 
turned out of a Custom-House or other office, 
is a grief that the average machine politician 
can understand ; but that the public should 
feel wronged or outraged at official corrup- 
tion, Governmental dishonesty, or personal 
depravity of party leaders, is a mystery be- 
yond their comprehension. Hence they 
sneer when honest men with ‘‘ sore hearts 
grieve over the disgraceful spectacle of an 
ex-member of Congress who had lined his 
pockets with Pacific Mail bribes being ap- 
pointed a delegate to select some other 
bribed scoundrel as the candidate for 
whom decent and honest people shall 
vote for President. The man who mourns 
over the conviction of a Cabinet officer of 
official dishonesty as a public calamity, or 
who is humiliated thata Speaker of the 
House of Representatives should write that 
he, as Speaker, had given an official decision 
in Congress in favor of a wildcat railroad, 
and urge this as a reason why the agent of 
that corporation should treat him with special 
favor in the distribution of its bogus bonds 
and other securities. is held by the men who fol- 
low politics for the dishonest gain they may 
make as a simpleton or sentimental fool. 
The only dscadence in American morals 
which these political thieves, who sneer at 
sore hearts, recognize is the public respect 
shown for men like Bristow, who puts official 
thieves in prison, and forces them to dis- 
gorge the property they have stolen. The 
only retrogression the ringsters can see in 
American statesmanship is the expulsion of 
the carpet-bag thieves from the Southern 
States, and the toleration of honest men 
in office in their places. The only thing 
which seems to them to be disgraceful in 
Governmental policy is the retention of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in office after he 
has had some of the best, and purest, and 
brightest revenue thieves indicted, convicted, 
and sentenced, and broken up in business, 
and deprived of the means of supporting 
starveling newspaper organs! What, they 
ask, is the use of an Administration which 
permits this man to treat theft as a crime, 
and yal, patriotic Republicans as proper 
victims for punishment under old senti- 
mental statutes against robbing the Treasury? 

These men cough and sneer at the idea 
that there can be sore hearts among the peo- 
ple when the choice of a candidate for Pres- 
ident has now to be made by comparison of 
questionable records; and wonder why there 
are no hearts sore because of the inhuman 
imprisonment of the poetic Jorcx, the pious 
Mek, the chivalric McDownaup, or the 
statesman Mum. To them nothing is 
disgraceful but detection, and all expressions 
of public sorrow or indignation at the growth 
of political and official crime is but the drivel 
of a respectability that has not tasted the 
sweets of corruption, nor palmed the bribe, 
nor sold the public interest for private gain. 


ACTING-MAYOR COLVIN. 
The conduct of Mr. Col vm since thé de- 


cision of the guo warranto case would indi- 
cate that he accepts that verdict as a sort of 
triamph of his personal cause over the pub- 
lic desire to get ridof him. Asa matter of 
fact, there is nothing in either the majority 
or minority opinions of the Court which will 
warrant this construction. The only disa- 
greement between the Judges was about the 
authority of the people to fill the vacancy by 
an election when the proper tribunal had 
neglected to give notice in the manner and 
form prescribed by law. Two of the Judges 
took the broad and correct view that the will 
of the people unmistakably expressed at the 
polls cannot be defeated by any previous 
neglect on the part of public officials, and 
that this rule applies to special elections on 
a general election day as well as to those 
which recur regularly at stated intervals. 
But a bare majority of the Judges were held 
down by the generic judicial dread of depart- 
ing from the ¢echnical constructions of a 
statute, and therefore held that Mr. Hornz 
had not been legally elected. 

A majority of the Judges agreed in the 
conclusion that there has been a vacancy in 
the office of Mayor since May, 1875, when 
the new charter was stuffed on the peo- 
ple. In this respect the verdict was a re- 
buke to Mr. Corum, and in no sense a 
triumph. It wasaformal declaration from 
the Bench that the Circuit Judges of Cook 
County believe with the people of Chicago 
that Mr. Cor vm (instead of having the right 
to the office upon which he has insisted all 
along) has been permitted to serve only by 
the refusal of the old Council todo its duty 
and call a special election for Mayor. Now, 
it is notorious that Mr. Cotrvm personally 
used his official influence to prevent the 
calling of a special election. He had helped 
to force the adoption of the charter of 1872 
under the impression that it would extend 
his term till April, 1877, and he worked as- 
siduously to give it this effect by persuading 
the Ring Aldermen to vote against the call 
for a special election. He used the city's 
money to engage outside attorneys to fur- 
nish him with opinions favorable to his pol- 
icy of holding on to the office. He used 


and promised the patronage of the city to 
induce the venal Aldermen to stand by him; 
he agreed that they and their friends should 
continue to profit by the prolonged tenure 
of office. He resorted to every means which 
wily advisers could suggest, and pandered to 
every interest at the sacrifice of the public 
welfare, to defeat the lawful effect of the 
charter as it has been construed by the 
Judges to whom the case was submitted. 

Most men receiving judicial notice that 
they had arrayed themselves against the law 
as wellas against the will of the people for 
more than a year would have taken occa- 
sion to abandon the position, and would 
have sought to counteract as much as 
possible the pernicious effects of such a 
policy. So Mr. Corum would have done 
had he been actuated by any higher motive 
than that of clinging to office for his own 
personal benefit and that of his retainers 
and friends. If he had the sensitiveuess of 
a mule he would have resigned his place im- 
mediately upon the promulgation of a ver- 
dict so humiliating tohim. On the con- 
trary, he construed it simply as a war- 
rant for his continuing as locum tenens 
for twenty or thirty days longer, 
and began immediately to assert himself 
and harass the Council in every way possi- 
ble. If it was his purpose to embarrass the 
city he could not proceed more successfully 
than he has proceeded. ‘‘ Rule or Ruin” is 
the motto which seems to govern his ac- 
tions, and after him he hopes to leave noth- 
ing but chaos. Thismust have been his mo- 
tive in removing the entire Board of Public 
Works before making any provision for fill- 
ing the duties they have discharged. If this 
was not his idea, then his action was sug- 
gested by some recent hostility to the gen- 
tlemen constituting that Board, or by a dem- 
agogical desire to pander in an unpractical 
and unsafe way to the public demand for re- 
trenchment and consolidation of offices which 
had been popularly inaugurated by Mr. 
Horne during his brief tenure of the of- 
fice. Mr. Corum ought at least to have con- 
sideration enough for the people of Chicago 
to remember that he is only the Acting 
Mayor,—acting because a former corrupt 
Council had failed in its duty to call an elec- 
tion to fill a vacancy in the office,—and that, 
at the very best, he cannot hope to remain 
in the position thirty days longer. . Let him 
also remember, if he would retain a vestige 
of respect for himself, that the majority in 
the present Council represent the present 
feeling and desires of the community, andso 
not oppose them. A man who has at once 
the people, the Council, the law,and the 
Courts opposed to him, and whose desperate 
grip will not keep him in office more than a 
month longer, ought to defer somewhat to 
the public welfare and the popular senti- 
ment.

A PUT-UP JOB. 
The friends of Mr. Corum have caused a 


fictitious case to be brought in the nature of 
a guo warranto, in which one James SrxxIx, 
a contractor, is relator and Col vx respond- 
ent. The proceedings are upon an agreed 
statement of facts; judgment for Corvm 
was taken by consent, and the case hurried 
down to Mount Vernon. The aim is to have 
the Supreme Court, upon the facts as stated 
in that record, try and decide the question of 
who is Mayor of Chicago. That kind of 
practice may be sharp, but the Supreme 
Court will not be entrapped in that way. 
Judge Dickey, of the Supreme Court, who as 
Corporation Counsel has given official opin- 
ions in this case, will not permit the important 
question involved to be decided by the Court 
in this partial and incomplete manner, pre- 
sented by one side only. Should the main 
question in this case ever be taken to the 
Supreme Court, it should go there upon a 
full record, and be properly represented by 
the people as well as by Mr. Cotvm. The 
counsel who have filed this bill requiring 
Corvin to show cause why he pretends to be 
Mayor, and who have agreed to the facts, 
and who consented to judgment for Col vr, 
and who are prepared to consent to a like 
judgment for him in the Supreme Court, are 
Messrs. E. M. Hs and W. W. O’Brren. The 
whole case is so transparently a put-up job, 
—a fictitious suit,—that we have no doubt 
the Supreme Court would, upon proper sug- 
gestion, strike it from the docket. 

The Citizens’ Association may properly 
take such measures as will inform the Su- 
preme Court of the real character of this 
proceeding, and prevent that body being en- 
trapped into hearing a fraudulent case, with 
fraudulent parties, upon false issues, and 
rendering a decision thereon which may in- 
volve the peace and credit of a whole mu- 


nicipality. 


THE RESUMPTION ACT. 

A correspondent at Paxton, III., asks if 
Tun Trisvune is in favor of the repeal of the 
Resumption act. Taz Tarom has on more 
than one occasion expressed its opinion of 
the Resumption act very freely. The act so 
far as it relates to “‘ resumption,” was a very 
harmless piece of legislation. It declared 
that the United States will resume spe- 
cie payment Jan. 1, 1879, but provided no 
practical means for carrying that declaration 
into effect. The act assumed further and 
future legislation, even to the extension of 
the time named for resumption. Without 
further legislation the act is a dead letter, 
and under it there will be no more resump- 
tion of specie payments on the Ist of Janu- 
ary, 1879, than would take place if no such 
act had ever been passed. The act was 
purely a piece of sentimentalism, It was 
passed at the time to direct public opinion to 
the desirable end of specie resumption. It 
was a plan of resumption, with the plan left 
out. Its enactment was seized upon by 
demagogues as & measure for positive re- 
sumption at the time fixed, and as the bill 
had no special friends, and there was noth- 
ing in it to defend, the Resumption act has 
become a mammoth scarecrow, threatening 
the country with all manner of evils. It is 
a matter of supreme indifference whether the 
act be repealed or not, except so far as the 
repeal may quiet the alarm of many need- 
lessly-disturbed people. 

There is at present no means on hand by 
which the Government can undertake to re- 
sume specie payments. It has not the gold, 
in whole or in part, and no means have been 
provided for obtaining it. There being no 
means to resume by paying gold, the only 
mode whereby the Government paper can be 
put at par is to offer the holders the original 
termson which the paper was issued, and 
that is the privilege of exchanging them for 
abond. The interest on this bond may be 
put down as low as 5 or 44, or even 4 per 
cent, and to fund the currency at that rate 
would be much cheaper than hoarding gold 
while 6 per cent bonds were outstanding. 
The retirement of the currercy would be 
slow, and would probably stop when the 
notes reached par. That would be resump- 
tion by gradual, natural, and legitimate 
means, producing no sudden or violent con- 
traction or disturbance of contracts. 

In the matter of the banks,—and no part 


| of the modern civilized world has yet been | 


able to do business without banka, the 
question of resumption is one purely of bus- 
iness, The legitimate control of the National 
Government over the banks is mainly con- 
fined to protecting the bill-holder against 
loan. By allowing the banks to-deposit 5 
cent gold bonds or gold with the Treasury 
to an amount dollar for dollar with the notes 
issued by them, relieving them of the exac- 
tions now made of them, there would be no 
difficulty in the way of the banks maintain- 
ing a currency redeemable on demand in 


coin. 

The Republican party at Cincinnati will 
uuquestionably reflect the moral sentiment 
of the vast majority of the people by pro- 
nouncing against any increase of Govern- 
ment currency, and in favor of a speedy re- 
turn to gold as the only honest national 
standard of values. The promise or declara- 
tion to resume specie payments in 1879 is, 
as we have said, a piece of harmless senti- 
mentalism to which the party, dealing with 
facts and principles, is in no way bound to 
commit itself. At the same time, the de- 


F mand for its repeal is but senseless clamor, — 


the repeal in no wise postponing or other- 
wise affecting the time when specie payments 
will be resumed. 


THE SPECIAL MAYOR’S ELECTION. 

The ordinance proposed in the Common 
Council ordering a special election to fill the 
vacancy in the office of Mayor, which ordi- 
nance is to be acted on to-night, is, it seems 
to us, defective, and its passage in its pres- 
ent form may lead to further trouble. The 
ordinance provides that the election take 
place on the 27th of June. The law of the 
State requires twenty days’ notice of all spe- 
cial elections to fill vacancies. This ordi- 
nance, if passed to-night, will, we sup- 
pose, have to be approved by the Mayor, 
which he may not do in five days, in which 
case there will not be time for the notice re- 
quired by law, and the election will be 
again void for want of notice. Moreover, the 
Acting Mayor has the power to veto the ordi- 
nance, and will undoubtedly do so, in which 
case the ordinance will not be passed until 
some time next week, all too late to permit 
twenty days’ notice before the election. The 
Council to-night should amend the ordinance 
by fixing the date of the election on Tues- 
day, July 11, and, if it be passed to-night 
and vetoed, and passed over the veto next 
week, will give time for all these delays and 
leave the twenty days’ notice required by 
law. The Council should understand that 
they have to deal with an unscrupulous ad- 
versary, acting under malignant and revo- 
lutionary advice, and they should so act as 
to permit no advantage to be taken of their 
proceedings. To pass the ordinance in the 
present shape would be to delay the election 
until August. An ordinance returned under 
veto cannot be amended, but must be re- 
passed or rejected as it originally passed. 

THE LATE SULTAN. 

„For who would bear the whips and 
scorns of time when he himself might his 
quietus make with a bare bodkin?” Aspvur- 
Aziz has gone further than Hamuzr. Me has 
jumped the life to come. Borrowing the 
scissors from one of his fair Circassians, he 
opened his veins, and is now gone to meet 
the Prophet, and there is now a wail among 
the late inmates of the seraglio. The dis. 
patches affirm that he committed suicide. 
This is unlikely, however. The Turks save 
their Sultans this trouble by assassination. 
They bowstring them. They bag them, and 
throw them to the fishof the Bosphorus. 
They slit their weazens. If Aspvu1-Aziz 
realiy committed suicide, he is the first Turk- 
isk Sultan who has been allowed to do it. 
The manner of his death, however, is imma- 
terial. Aspvui-Aziz is dead asa door nail. 
There is no doubt of that. 

Asput-Aziz was nota bad man as Turks 
go, but he was a weak, irresolute man, 
steeped in profligacy, with faculties neari 
deranged by sensual excesses. His rei 
opened auspiciously. When he ascended the 
throne he recognized what Turkey wanted, 
and he made a brave effort to secure It. 
During his obscurity he had cultivated a 
model farm at Scutari, and displayed indus- 
try, energy, and intelligence. Just after his 
accession to the throne of Oran he 
made a tour of Austria, France, and 
England, and brought back with him 
valuable ideas which he had gained from 
his observation of European civilization. 
He was lavish in promises of reform. He 
dismissed the Ministers. He reduced the 
civil list to a reasonable expenditure. He 
stopped the prodigal waste of money, for 
which the Turk has been notorious from 
time immemorial. He abolished the seraglio 
and announced his determination to have but 
one wife. He introduced common-school 
education in his Empire. For a time he was 
a model Turk and a modelruler. But all his 
reforms were antagonistic to the conservative 
spirit of Mohammedanism, and the orthodox 
Mussulmans watched his innovations with a 
jealous eye, and at last brought such a pres- 
sure to bear upon him that he abolished all 
his reforms and returned things to their old 
condition. Corrupt ministers again sur- 
rounded him. The civil list became ruin- 
ously expensive, and the Sultan’s per- 
sonal expenditures were almost unlimit- 
ed. The seraglio was reinstated and 
restocked with Circassian slaves. The 
European school system was suppressed. 
The Christians, who had enjoyed immunity 
from persecution for ashort time, were again 
ground down into the dust, swindled, robbed, 
taxed to death, and persecuted in the most 
bitter and odious manner. When he found 
himself involved in war with Russia, he was 
saved by England and France, not because 
they liked him particularly, but because they 
feared Russian aggrandizement. The war 
stripped him of money. England stepped in 
and lent him hundreds of millions, and once 
more he was prodigal in promises of reforms, 
not one of which was ever accomplished. 
He flung away the money in riotous living 
and costly ertravagancies, and when the time 
came to pay his interest he was in 
default, and speedily swindled his En- 
glish friends by going into bank- 
ruptey. To raise money for his excesses he 
exacted the uttermost farthing from his 
Christian @ubjects, robbed them of their 
lands and stock, compelled them to pay ex- 
orbitant tithes, and punished them with 
death in default of contribution. The Chris- 
tians endured until it céased to be a virtue, 
and then rose in rebellion against the tyrant 
one year ago. In the year that has passed, 
they have made great headway. The re- 
bellion, which at first only involved Herze- 
govina, has spread through Montenegro, 
Bosnia, Servia, Bulgaria, and Roumania, and 
Greece is now rising for the recovery of Ma- 
cedonia, Thessaly, and Albania. Six of the 
great European Powers—Russia, Germany, 
Austria, Italy, England, and France—are al- 
ready involved in a complication, which at 
any moment may precipitate a general Euro- 
pea war. Aspv1-Aziz meanwhile, as if 
confounded by the storm he had raised about 
his eara, was unable to put down his rebell- 


} ious ᷣ subjects, imeompetent to deal in 


upoti it Mundo Evyrzwp1, who commences 
with the same promises that Anpvut-Azu 
made, and will end inthe same manner. A 
war of races has begun; a w@ of Christianity 
against Islamism; a war of civilization and 
progress against barbarism and superstition. 
The end must be the extinction of the Turk, 
or his ejection from Europe. Mono Er- 
YENDI can no more stay the irresistible march 
of destiny than Asput-Aziz. He may as well 
get his scissors ready.

The opening speech at the Bristow meeting was 
made by Mr. K. C. Lagngp. It was unjust in many 
points, and positively untrue in some. The moet 
laring misstatement was in charging that Mr. 
LAINE had never done ray ay reform. Itis 
a well-known fact that to him longs the incom- 
— honor of inaugurating the Credit-Mobilier 
nvestigation, which put an end to railway subel- 
oo and stasted the ball of reform in motion. — 
We zuspect that our amiable evening contem- 
porary has not examined the grounds very close- 
ly on which Mr. Buaine’s claims as a reformer 
rests, or it would not make the assertion it 
does. Mr. LaRNED’s statement is strictly cor- 
rect. Mr. BLAIx does not claim that any honor 
belongs to him for inaugurating the Credit-Mo- 
bilier investigation, which ruined so many Con- 
gressional reputations. What he did in that 
matter was in self-defense. He had been accused 
of dabbling in Credit-Mobilier shares, and he 
denied and called for a committee of investiga- 
tion, not with any reformatory ideas or purposes 
in his head, but purely to save higself from 
political ruin and destruction. The facts of that 
case were published in the summer of 1872 in 
the New York Sun, in the form of asworn state- 
ment by H. 8. M’Coms, in a suit then pending 
in the Pennsylvania courts. M’Coms furnished 
a list, given him by Oakes Ames, of persons to 
whom Aus had given Credit-Mobilier stock, 
etc. This list included several members of Con- 
gress, the Vice-President, and one or more Sen- 
ators, and among the names was that of Mr. 
Baring. The matter was discussed in all the 
papers of the country until the meeting of Con- 
gress in. December, 1872. There was no es- 
cape from investigation. The charges were 
direct, and included too many members to per- 
mit investigation to be stifled. Mr. BLAINE 


was Speaker, and he could not well 
designate the Committee, so he vacat- 
ed the chair and made -a motion 


that the temporary incumbent, Mr. Cox, ap- 
point the Committee. Mr. BLaing, being un- 
der the same charge as others who were subse- 
quently proved guilty, could do no less than e 
did do. The Committee would have been ap- 
pointed anyhow, and he could not appoint it; so 
he anticipated the making of the motion by an- 
other, which was inevitable, by moving its ap- 
pointment himself. The Committee subse- 
quently acquitted him of guilt, though it con- 
victed several other members of Congress. It 
reported in favor of the expulsion of Oakzs 
Aus and James Brooks, but the House re- 
fused to adopt it. Mr. BLA has many ad- 
mirers and friends, but none of them until 
quite recently have claimed for him a record as 
a Reformer“ because of his action in the 
Credit-Mobilier case, which was “inaugurated ”’ 
to take care of himself. The Journal will render 
itself, as well as Mr. BLA, ridiculous by set- 
ting him up in the role of reformer if it has noth- 
ing better than his action in the Credit-Mobilier 
frauds to offer. 


They seem remarkably particular about the 
payment of rewards for the capture of banditti 
dead or alive in California. Rewards of that 
sort were offered for the capture of CuEvez, 
one of VasquEz’ band of highwaymen. He was 
pursued from one of the southern counties of 
California into Arizona, where a few days since 
he was shot by a party of men who had under- 
taken the job of capturing Cugsvez dead or 
alive. To avoid lawyers’ quibbles and delays of 
all sorts in getting the reward, the captors sim- 
ply cut off CHEVI! head and t it into a bot- 
tle, and with that ghastly tro hy set out for 
Sacramento to claim the reward. Arrived there, 
the authorities refused to pay dollar of 
the reward offered until the head was 
identified as that of the bandit. Accordingly 
the claimants, carrying it with them, went to 
San Juan, where Cugvez had once lived, and 
there witnesses were found who made affidavit 
that the decapitated head was tha: which had 
rested on bis shoulders. The captors, still bear- 
ing that horrid evidence of their right to the re- 
ward, reinforced by these affidavits, thereon 
returned to Sacramento to find that the appro- 
priation making the reward had lapsed, so they 
couldn't get a dollar for killing their man and 
cutting off nis head. Not in the least discour- 
aged, however, they had the head hermet- 
ically sealed up to be kept for iden- 
tification until the next Legislature shall 
pass a bill appropriating money for 
payment of the reward. The story of these re- 
ward-claimants traveling about with the head 
of the man they killed in hope of capturing the 
reward for taking him, dead or alive, is a start- 
ling commentary on the barbarism of the laws 
that legalize the offer of such rewards, which 
are simply rewards for murcer; and, as in this 
case, are taken advantage of only by blood- 
thirsty mercenaries, themselves evidently richly 
deserving the halter. 


A San Francisco newspaper has got at the 
bottom facts in regard to the Herzegovinian 
imbroglio that is perhaps going to lead to a re- 
construction of the map of Europe. According 
to the veracious ’Frisco sheet, the bottom fact 
about it all is that a Yankee was at the bottom 
of it all—Erwin Davis, formerly abroker onthe 
Pacific Coast, and it was all brought about by 
him as a gigantic stock-operator. Having 
failed in San Francisco, Davis, some years 
since, went to London and became an operator 
onthe Stock Exchange. There, about two 
years since, he organized a pool with £4,000,- 
000 capital to bear Turkish bonds. That done, 
he hied him to Herzegovina, and by judicious 
outlay of money incited the revolt, in anticipa- 
tion of which the pool sold short, Turkish 
stocks, of course, declined frightfully, and the 
pool realized £20,000,000, of which Davis got 
£7,000,000—or $35,000,000 gold—as his share.

The new bill to regulate the practice of vivisec- 
section, lately introduced in the British House of 
Lords, places no restrictions upon experiments of 
this kind in which anesthetics are used, except to 
provide that the anima! shall be put out of misery 
if iteuffere after the effect of the anesthetic has 
ceased. In other cases the practitioner must fur- 
gish a certificate that vivisection is necessary, and 
that the object of it is to promote a new discovery, 
end the experiment must be conducted by a licens- 
ed officer of the Government. The subject has 
aroused public interest and provoked special re- 
pearch, the results of which were seen in the pe- 
dantic debate in the House of Lords. 

Sir Salar Jung, whose present visit to England is 
exciting much interest in that country, isthe Re- 
gent of the vast territory in India—embracing 
100,000 square miles and peopled by 10,000,000 
fohabitante—known as the Deccan. It is a semi- 
independent State, and its nominal Chief is a sick- 
ly and weak youth who is called the Nizam. The 
refusal of his guardians to permit him to visit the 
Prince of Wales at Bombay was unfavorably com- 
mented on at the time, but Sir Salar Jung made an 
able and successful defense of his conduct, alleg- 
ing that the Nizam was physically unfit to travel, 
and showing by the gorgeousness of his own retinue 
how anxious he was to do honor to the Prince. 
He speake and writes English fluently. At last ac- 
counts he was at the Grand Hotel in Paris, being 
laid up there by a fall on the staircase.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 6.—The House 
amended the rules so as to allow the Banking 
and Currency Committee to report at any time 
any bill relating to the currency.

A DAY FINALLY FIXED.

Wasnuineton, D. C., June 6.—The Senate dis- 
cussed infcrentially the question of jurisdiction 
in the impeachment matter at considerable 
length; and finally fixed the 6th of July as the 
date when the Senate as a court of impeach- 
ment shall begin to take evidence. This reso- 
lution was arrived at by a mere quorum of the 
Senate. A large number of the Senators who 
spoke against jurisdiction in secret session sat 
in their seats to-day without voting.

It is certain 
that if the impeachment trial isto proceed this 
summer, it will not proceed unless both Houses re- 
main here.

THE TREASURY. 
EVERYTHING STRAIGHT. 

Wasuineorton, D. C., June 6.—In the Senate 
to-day, Mr. Sherman, from the Committee on 
Finance, reported back the resolution submitted 
by Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, early in the 
session, instructing the Committee to examine 
the books and accounts of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, with a view of ascertaining whether cer- 
tain discrepancies existed therein, with a writ- 
ten report, giving the conclusions of the Com- 
mittee, which was ordered printed and to lie on 
the table. 

The Committee describe in detail the system 
of accountability provided by the statues, and 


so far as the safe-keeping and custody of public 
money covered into the Treasury is concerned it 
would be difficult to point out a better mode than is 
provided for by the existing law, 
EVERY SAFEGUARD 
that has been suggested has been furnished. No 
law cau prevent neglect or violation by Comptrol- 
lers, Auditors, or Registers of their public duties, 
but the guards and checks upon such misconduct 
are as perfect as human ingenuity could de- 
vise. The only changes in these aws that 
the Committee recommend are to authorize 
the Treasurer to be credited with unavailable sums 
charged to him, but lost through no fault of his by 
the robbing, etc., of his subordinates, and of the 
United States depositories, and to provide for the 
covering into the Treasury all trust funds on which 
interest alone isto disbursed forthe benefit of 
others, so that its expenditure may be under the 
general safeguard of law, only to be paid out in 
pursuance of an appropriation by Congress. In this 
connection the Committee refer to the sum of more 
than $28,000,000 which is charged against the 
Treasurer as being in deposit under the act of 1836 
with the several States. In regard to 
THE APPARENT DISCREPANCIES 
in the Treasury accounts, the Committee point out 
among other things that the Treasury account 
shows only the warrants i while the appropria- 
tions account shows all warrants issued. It is 
further shown that the financial reports at different 
periods have been e up according to the differ- 
entsystems of bookkeeping in various respects, 
and that the same thing is true as to 
the monthly debt statements. The de- 
tailed explanations of these apparent discrep- 
ancies that have been furnished to the Committee 
by the Treasury Department are found complete 
and satisfactory, and no change is recommended in 
the existing system, which is declared to be the 
owth of the experience of the Department since 

ts organization. In one of the letters which are 
embodied in the report Secretary Bristow says: 
In no instance has there been any erasure or al- 
teration in the books or records of this Department, 
and the changes made in the published reports bave 
been only to express with greater accuracy the pre- 
cise condition of public accounts, as shown by such 
books and records.” 


GREEN. 
NOT THAT KIND OF A MAN. 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 6.—Capt. A. P. 
Green to-daycame before the Committee on 
Expenditures in the War Department, and 
made a statement designed to correct the im- 
pression given out by certain persons that he 
was an habitual drunkard and anda man who 
could be used by bad men. He denied that he 
had ever beena drunkard. He admitted he 


had been dismissed from the army for

Thie Department, by its circular of May 21, 
1867, authorized American vessels arriving from 
any port or place in Canada, and destined any 
port or place on Lake Michigan, to report at Dun- 
can City instead of Mackinac. The Department 
hereby revokes the regulations of that circular, so 
far as they require American vessels arriving from 
ports or places in Canada, and destined to ports 
of places on Lake Michigan, to report at 
Duncan City or Mackinac. They ll not 
hereafter be obliged to touch at either place, unless 
their port of clearance in foreign territory adjacent 
to the United States and their cargoes shall neces- 
sitate the delivery of a manifest, as required by 
Sec. 3,098 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States.

COLVIN'S NEXT FRIEND AFTER A QUO WARRANTO. 

It was stated at the time of the bringing of 
the petition for a quo warranto by Colvin 
against Hoyne that neither would appeal in case 
of an adverse decision. Mr. Hoyne, though 
beaten, has kept his word fully. Mr. Colvin, 
who was also beaten, since the Court held that 
his term expired last year, and that since then 
he had been a mere locum tenens, has not kept 
his word—not in the spirit, though he has in 
the letter. His insatiate desire to hold over 
will not permit him to acquiesce in the election 
of asuccessor this month. Yesterday afternoon 
he stated his readiness to withdraw when a 
new Mayor was chosen; but, in the morning, he 
had taken seps to prevent the holding of an 
election. He has broken his promise, and ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, which he believes 
to be on his side. It was neatly done. He se- 
cured a decision in his favor from Judge Moore,

LEGAL OPINIONS. 
J. N. JEWETT. 

A Tripuns reporter called last evening on 
Mr. John N. Jewett to obtain that gentleman's 
opinion as to the quo warranto business by 
which Colvin hopes to get a decision of the Su- 
preme Court which will keep him in office until 
April, 1877, in spite of a special election. Mr. 
Jewett readily assented, when asked to give his 
opinion in the matter. It is, in his succinct lan- 


guage, as follows: 

Mr. Colvin only holds his place until his suc- 
cessor is elected, and, in my judgment, the 
election of April last was entirely 
legitimate. The refusal of the Com- 
mon Council to call an election or to 
designate the office of Mayor as one to be filled by 
that election does not prevent the people from ex- 
ercising that right, and the office is now liable to 
be filled by his successor, duly elected and quali- 
fied, and when that happens Mr. Colvin is our. 

If this case is made up, then some action ought 
to be taken by the people by which the Supreme 
Court may be instructed that it is designed for per- 
sonal ends, and is not bona-fide in its character. If 
the Supreme Court, upon a case regularly before 
them. shall decide that Mr. Colvin is in office till 
April, 1877, and so long thereafter as there shall 
be a failure of his successor to be elected and qual- 
ified, then any special election called by the Council 
will be a nullity, for the reason that under such a 
decision of the Supreme Court Mr. Colvin would 
be in for a specific term, which the people, by an 
election, would have no right to interfere with. 

In reference tothe recent decision of the Cir- 
cuit Judges Mr. Jewett said he could not but be- 
lieve it was entirely without precedent and wrong 
in principle, and he had to admit that it was past 
comprehending. 

A CONTRARY VIEW. 

The reporter also called upon a tleman of 
high legal ability and position, who did not wish 
his name used, who said substantially as follows:

ALD. THOMPSON. 

When a reporter meets one of the members of the 
new Council what more natural topic of conversa- 
tion than the difficulties of the situation in which 
this city now finds itself placed’ At any rate when 
a TRIBUNE reporter met Ald. Thompson yesterday 
afternoon there was a convergence of views right 
on this particular subject, and the reporter at once 
exercised his prerogative to ask questions.

It was newsto the 
Alderman, and he very emphatically stated that he 
didn't believe the Judges would pay any attention 
to such a cooked-up case. If they did, however, 
and decided that Colvin was Mayor until 1877, it 
would dispose of the special election so effectually 
that it could never be revived. It was probably 
Colvin's — Py to hurry the matter up, and get

And then the reporter wanted to know what the 
Alderman thought of the legality of Mayer Hoyne's 
appointments and removals, and what the status of 
the appointed and decapitated officers was. His 
answer was short and tothe point. He considered 
the actions of the late Mayor as perfectly legal. 
He had appointed men and removed men, and the 
new Council, the real embodiment of power, had 
never vetoed any of his acts. He did not see how 
they could be overridden. The ordinances passed 
were in the same condition, only they were all the 
stronger from their very nature. It only remained 
to be seen whether the new appointees would hold 
on to what they were justly entitled to, andtodothis 
they wanes perpene have to resist Colwin’s police.

FINANCIAL. 


SHUTTING DOWN. 

Boston, June 6.—The Treasurer of the Atlantic 
Cotton Mills has issued a circular stating that the 
mills will be closed by the 10th inst., owing to the 
embarrassment caused by notes given in payment 
for improvements which have become due. The 
Treasurer has taken care of them uptothis time. 
The total indebtedness is $842,506, which will be 
reduced to $617, 500 by the sale of personal proper- 
ty: The indebtedness, which is largely due to the 
savings bank with the Treasurer and his sons as 
sureties, is due this year and next, and the 
Treasurer thinks he should carry the burden no 
longer. He has directed the Agent to olose the 
mill when the stock on hand is worked up, and he 
recommends that additional capital be provided to 
put the Company in an independent ition. The 
assets of the Company above the indebtedness are 
estimated at $1, 72 500. With the return of bet - 
ter times the property will be as valuable as ever.

MONTREAL. 

MonTrReAt, June 6.— The Metropolitan Bank of 
Montreal is ina difficulty. Itis proposed to reduce 
the stock and amalgamate the concern with some 
other bank. Serious charges are made against the 
Directors by Mr. Rhodes, of Quebec, who claims 
$10,000 damages, owing to his being deceived into 
buying stock of the bank through highly-colored 
documents issued by the Directors. He also 
charges the Directors with using money belonging 
to the bank for their own private ends. 

BANKRUPTCY.

To further seubstantiate his side of the case, Mr. 
O'Brien bas obtained the following certificate from 
Dr. Dunne: 

Cute, June 6, 1876.—This 16 to certify that 
I called on Mrs. W. V. O'Brien yesterday morn- 
ing at half-past 9, and found her suffering from a 
very severe attack of asthma. Upon calling this 
morning 1 found her some better, but still pros- 
trate. is afternoon 1 found her still very weak 
and suffering from nervous prostration. — — 
her condition, and at her request, I tele 25 ed 
for her husband yesterday morning at ¥:30 at 
Joliet.

Mr. O'Brien farther says that he thinke it was an 
outrage for men to call at his house while he was 
away, to find out whether his wife was well or ill. 
Mrs. O’Brien did answer the call of Mr. Bittinzer, 
because she happened to be lying down in the 
parlor on a sofa, and at the time was very weak. 

As regards his not having returned as soon as 
possible to this city. Mr. O'Brien says that the 
train he came home on was delayed two hours, and 
asaresult he did not get to his house until 6 p. 
m., Of as oon as was possible for him under the 
circumstances. 

This case, now pending at Joliet, is one in which 
much interest is taken, not only on account of the 
frauds upon the baliot-box said to have been per- 
petrated 12 defendants, but because ninety - odd 
witnesses have to go to Joliet whenever the matter 
comer up for trial.

THE CONDUIT. a 
PROGRESS MADE IN ITS CONSTRUCTION. 

As much has been eaid of late in regard to the 
Fullerton avenue conduit and its construction, it 
may not be uninteresting to give a statement of how 
far the work has progressed uptothistime. The 
tunnel runs from the North Branch to the lak, ae 
distance of 11,700 feet, including 750 feet 
under the lake to the shaft to be built 
there. Last year 4,300 feet of open work 
was completed from the river. The tunneling 
under the lake—750 feet—is finished, but not tim- 
bered. At present there are three shafts sunk. 
One is near the lake shore, one at Larrabee, and the 
other at Sheffield street. From the lake shore 
shaft work has extended westward over 2, 200 feet. 
The Larrabee street shaft has been worked for a 
length of over 400 feet, while at Sheffield street 
only 100 feet have thus far been excavated. Thus 
the total number of feet dug out in the tunnel to 
the nt time is 7,750, leaving 3,950 feet yet 
to built. It is expected that the work 
will de completed thie year if finances 
WIn allow. The plan contemplates a crib in the 
lake, at a distance of 750 feet from the shore, to 
which the sewage will be forced by a — 1 - 
engine atthe river. What kind of a machine this 
will be, and who will build it, hae not yet been de- 
termined upon. However, it will be a comparative- 
ly ema)! affair, though powerful.

The Board of Trustees of Hyde Park met yester- 
day afternoon, all being present.

Hildreth Makes an Ineffectual Effort 
. for Delay, 


And Finally Concludes to Come In and 
Plead Guilty. 


Programme for the Trial of the Oases at 
Springfield. 


DEMOSTHENES HILDRETH. 
HE MAKES UP HIS MIND TO PLEAD GUILTY. 
Nobody seemed to know just what would oc- 

cur in the United States Court yesterday morn. 
ing. It might be sentence-day, or Ward, or 
Wadsworth, or Hildreth might be tried. The 
Government representatives were evidently pre- 
pared to try the latter, but neither he nor his 
attorneys were anywhere visible. On the other 
hand Mr. Storrs was present, ready togo on 
with the Wadsworth case, while several distill- 
ers of the second batch lounged around calmly 
awaiting the revelations of the Court as to their 
future destinies. After hearing some civil mo- 
tions, the criminal business was taken up in the 
following oder: 

Judge Bangs—No. 187, Criminal Docket, the 


case of the United States against Frederick 
Witte. The defendant is ready to plead. 

The plea of not guilty was then entercd. 

HILDRETH, THE INFORMER. 

The Court—What business have you before 
the Court this morning, J — Bangs! 

— Bangs—In No. 216, 
— States against Hildregh, the plaintiff is 
ready. 


Mr. A. A. Rowley, connected with the law- 
firm of Lawrence, Campbell, Winston & Law- 
rence, said he had an aflidavit for a continuance 
which he had been requested to present by Mr. 
Campbell. The ground on which the 
affidavit was based was that Hildreth 
had been fed on promises that he was to 
be used as a Government witness 
in the Ward and Wadsworth cases until the 
Government found out that they didn’t want 
him, and then notified his counsel to hurry up 
and get ready fortrial. Stated more fully, the 
attidavit goes on to say that prior to the present 
term of court, Mr. Campbell had frequent conver- 
sations with District-Attorney Bange in regard to 
this case of Hildreth, and other cases wherein it 
was proposed to call Hildreth as a witness, —the 
United States against J. D. Ward and Philip Wads- 
worth. At Judge Bangs’ request Mr. Campbell 
furnished him a general outline of the facts in the 
above cases, and that in further conversation 
Judge Bangs said he should probably desire to use 
Hildreth as a Government witness in said cases, but 
that he could not at that time determine itively 
in regard to it. Mr. Campbell remarked that it was 
rather important for him to know when Hildreth's 
case would be called, and Judge Bangs said it 
would depend upon the conclusion reached in re- 
— to the use of Hildreth in said cas, and per- 

aps he would not be able to determine that ques- 
tion until these cases were on Mr. Camp- 
bell inquired when said cases would be tried, and 
was informed that the case of the United States 
against Munn woud be first tried, and then, upon 
Campbell's suggestion, it ed 
tween him and Judge Ban 
of Hildreth should be passed until after the 
trial of Ward and Wadsworth. Campbell had still 
further interviews with Bangs, and furnished him 
a detailed statement of the facts in said cases 
within Hildreth’s knowledge. In other words, 
Campbell acted vicariously for Hildreth, and told 
all the latter knew. He was thereupon informed 
that Hildreth's name had been included in the list 
of Government witnesses, and, although said 
Bangs did not — pte state that Hildreth would 
be called in said cases, Campbell believed that his 
client would have an opportunity to grace the wit- 
ness-stand and deliver an oration. Of course, 
on this understanding, Campbell carried 
the news to Hildreth, who was, of course, 
equally rejoiced,. and told him that he 
need not prepare for trial until the Ward and Wads- 
worth cases were over, and that, inasmuch as Hil- 
dreth was to be accepted as a Government witness, 
Campbell told him t there would be no trialin 
his case. Naturally, neither Campbell nor Hildreth 
was prepared to go on, and Mr. Campbeil stated 
through the affidavit that he had never had the 
slightest intimation that he was to be ready before 
the Ward and Wadsworth cases were tried until 
Wednesday, May 31, when he received notice from 
Judge Bangs. ‘The affidavit also stated that Mr. 
Campbell was actively engaged in the Circuit Court 
in the trial of the celebrated Riverside case, and so 
he could not devote any time to his Aldermanic 
client. 


° 
A MISUNDERSTANDING. 

Judge — 8 will call the attention of the 
Court to the fact that this affidavit was prepared a 
week ago. Owing to the perhaps ex e misap- 
prehension, there is a statement as to an e- 
ment that this case would go over until the Ward 
and Wadsworth cases were tried, which is clearly 
e misapprehension on the part of Mr. Campbell. 
This proposition for the party to testify came from 
the party himself, was simply received and con- 
sidered from time to time, and in view of the pos- 
sibility the name was put on the list of witnesses. 
The Government has never solicited any informa- 
tion from that source, but simply consented to 
receive itand consider it by the applications of 
the party himself. I had an interview with Mr. 
Campbell last night on this subject. I told him 
that we should press the case for trial this morn- 
ing under the notice which was given a week ago at 
least, allowing the reasons that existed up to that 
time to have double force, and this davit is 
brought in by reason of that statement, I have no 
doubt. That we have considered the question is 
clear. We put the name of the witness on two of 
the notices and lists of witmesses given the de- 
fendants, but the party has had a week's notice 
already that we should call that case for trial first, 
and we therefore submit that we are entitled to 
have the case tried. 

Mr. Rowell dilated on the importance of the 
Riverside case, and the necessity of Mr. Campbell's 
being present in the Circuit Court. 

GO AHEAD. 

The Court—I have heard something of this River- 
side case. There are a large number of counsel 
representing the respective rights of the claim- 
ants, and I can —— understand that it is neces- 
sary for Mr. Campbell to be there when every man 
is presenting his case, and it seems to me that the 
Courtis hardly expected to delay the trial of a 
cause in which the whole public have an interest. 
merely because Mr. Campbell would prefer a de- 
lay. Nor do I see any necessity for Mr. Campbell's 
being here. There are plenty of attorneys in the 
city who can take Mr. Hildreth's case. We used to 
indict menin the Circuit Court without losing the 
day. Wegot into town and impaneled a Grand 
Juryinthe morning. Indictments were returned the 
next morning, and men were sent to State's Prison 
by Tuesday or Wednesday night, and they were 
well tried too, the cases were. There was no such 
elaborate preparation as Mr. Campbell requires. 
Mr. Hildreth could have obtained the services of 
any number of competent counsel to defend him in 
this case. It is not absolutely necessary that Mr. 
Campbell, and he alone, should appear in this case 
for Mr. Hildrettr. 

Mr. Rowell—Buat Mr. Campbell has made no 
preparation. 

The Court—Suppose Mr. Hildreth had been in- 
dicted yesterday morning, and the District Attorney 
notified him he would be ready this morning, why 
Hildreth should be ready here. If the District At- 
torney insista, the case must proceed. The appli- 
cation for a continuance will be refused. I must 
get through with these cases. 

Mr. Rowell said he would confer with Mr. Camp- 
bell about the matter, and while he was gone the 
Court sentenced John Roach to the Bridewell for 


six months, the said John having been convicted 


of dealing in spiel-marke. 
SENDING FOR HILDRETH. 

Mr. Rowell returned in a few moments, and in- 
formed the Court that Mr. Campbell was actively 
engaged in taking notes of Mr. Hunter's speec 
to which he was expected to reply. Mr. Campbel 
had instructed him to present his compliments to 
every body present, and to say that it was the first 
time in his life that he was required to try two 
cases at the same time. [Laughter.] 

The Court—I will not compel Mr. Campbell to 
appear in two cases at the same time. It is — 4 
question as to whether Mr. Hildreth will employ 
counsel or not.
